2. hi pursuance of proviso to sub-section (4) of Sec- 
tion 11 of the said Act, the approval of the Secretary’, 
Forward Markets Commission, has been obtained for 
dispensing with, in the interest of the trade, the condition 
of pbevi< publication of the above amendment.
